butter, omelets, pigeons cooked in oil. 
sweet* potatoes, • force meat, /arid, sweet 
tarts of honey, butter and egg; Tea which 
is quite a "coarse", meal, is taken seated 
Cross-legged on soft carpets spread on the 
door around a handsome and coitlv tray 
with dwarf feet rising It a few fnches from 
the floor, furnished with d'inkjng glasses 
inplapeof china cups.
